HOUSE 
DISC USSES 
IMMIGRA­ 
TION PROBLEM . 


Tw o Days Debate On this Important 
Question Begun Tuesday— District 
of Columbia Bill Passed, Carrying 
$7,300,000— Gen ral N ew t 
of the 
National Capital. 


W ashington, May 20—The 
house 
„ Tuesday entered upon a two days’ de­ 
bate of the im m igration bills reported 
from the im m igration committee. 
W. 
A. Stone of 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Mr. 
Trace well of Indiana argued for a re­ 
strictive measure, Mr. Corliss of Mich­ 
igan for his bill designed to put an end 
to Canadian competition with Ameri­ 
can labor, and Mr. Morse of Massa­ 
chusetts and Mr. Bartholdt of Missouri 
for the educational test bill. 
The fea­ 
ture of the debate was the plea of Mr. 
Buck of Louisiana against any sort of 
restrictive legislation beyond that now 
on the statute books, which excluded 
paupers and crim inals. 
The debate on the im m igration bills 
was opened by Mr. Bartholdt (rep.) of 
Missouri, chairm an of the im m igration 
committee. 
An 
educational 
test, he 
pointed out, would not m aterially affect 
im m igration from Great Britain, Ger­ 
many and other countries of northern 
Europe. He warned his republican as­ 
sociates that as the advocates of the 
educational test for im m igration they 
could go to the country, but consular 
inspection that would cut off all im­ 
m igration save the most undesirable 
sort from Germany and 
Scandinavia 
could never be successfully defended. 
W. A. Stone (rep.) of Pennsylvania, 
the author of the Stone bill, explained 
its provisions and advocated its pass­ 
age. The country, he argued, had long 
suffered from unreasonable im m igra­ 
tion. In places in his own state there 
were localities where the English lan­ 
guage was not spoken and where Eng­ 
lish newspapers were not read. 
The 
laws were neither understood nor re­ 
spected. 
Mr. Corliss (rep.) of Michigan sub­ 
m itted an argum ent in favor of his bill 
for the exclusion of 
foreigners 
who 
crossed the frontiers each year to com­ 
pete with American labor. He read the 
testim ony of inspection agents and oth­ 
ers along the Canadian border as to the 
evil effects of the annual influx of the 
Canadian “birds of passage.” 
Mr. Morse (rep.) of M assachusetts 
favored the McCall bill. He said th at 
there was a strong demand in the 
country for radical legislation to re­ 
strict im m igration and that congress 
could not afford to disregard it. 
Mr. Buck (dem.) of Louisiana, a na­ 
turalized German, opposed the restric­ 
tion of im m igration. The American re­ 
public was founded on a spirit of the 
broadest hum anity. 
America for the 
world, as W ashington and 
Jefferson 
taught, was what he wanted. America 
was big enough to take all who would 
come. The educational test it was pro­ 
posed 
to 
impose was an insidiuos 
proposition.

SILVER SU PREM E IN IOWA. 


Democratic State Convention Will De­ 
clare for the White Metal. 
Dubuque, Iowa, May 20.—The demo­ 
cratic state convention met here at IO 
o’clock this morning. 
The state cen­ 
tral committee last night decided upon 
S. W. W right of Tipton for temporary 
chairm an but the silver men are talk ­ 
ing of a change on account of objec­ 
tionable feaures of his intended speech. 
Should they refuse to indorse the com­ 
m ittee’s choice, E. M. Carr of Man­ 
chester is likely to be selected, and he 
also may be made perm anent chairman. 
The resolutions will be uncom prom is­ 
ingly for free silver at 16 to I and for 
Boies for president. The gold-stand­ 
ard delegates held a conference and 
practically gave up the fight, though 
many favored a bolt. Gov. Boies will 
probably name the man who is likely to 
be ohairm an, 
Judge 
Van W agenen, 
Sioux City, or Michael Healey, Fort 
Dodge. The figures given out to-nig!it 
as showing the relative strength of fac­ 
tions in convention are: Silver, 663; 
gold standard, 257. 
There are only 
three contesting delegations and they 
are from W oodbury, Blackhawk and 
Linn counties. 
It is probable th at a 
compromise may be reached so that 
all will be seated.

(THE CZAR RECEIVES

BY THE ELECTION 


PROCEEDINGS AT TH E METHO­ 
D IST CONFERENCE. 


Drt. C. C. McCabe mod Earl Cranston 
Honored By Their Brother Minis­ 
ters— Result Reached On Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth Ballots— The Vote In 
Detail.

W ashington, May 20.—N otw ithstand­ 
ing reports from Caracas to the con­ 
trary, it can be stated th at the Uruan 
incident has not yet been closed, and 
th at no indem nity has yet been paid 
by Venezuela to Great Britain.

tiations 
are 
proceeding, 
however, 
through the German m inister at the 
Venezuelan capital, but so far it has 
not been possible to arrange the term s 
of the indem nity. 
The difficulty ap­ 
pears to lie, not in the refusal of Vene­ 
zuela to pay an indemnity, but in the 
avoidance of a recognition in the pay­ 
ment of all language that by any pos­ 
sibility m ight be construed into an ad­ 
mission of B ritish title to the Uruan 
country where the incident happened. 


MEETS AT S A V A N N A H . 


IN THE SENATE. 


D is tr ic t o f C o lu m b ia A p p ro p ria tio n B ill 
Passed—Carries 87,300,000. 
W ashington, May 20—The senate 
Tuesday passed the District of Colum­ 
bia appropriation bill, carrying approx­ 
im ately $7,300,000. A debate on the ques­ 
tion of appropriations for sectarian 
purposes cropped out on the paragraph 
m aking apropriations for charities in 
the district. 
On a vote the senate sus­ 
tained the com mittee in providing spe­ 
cific appropriations for numerous pri­ 
vate charitable institutions, 
some of 
them of a sectarian character. 
A fur 
ther provision was adopted for an in­ 
vestigation into the charity system of 
the district, with a view to ascertaining 
what, if any, part of the public appro­ 
priations are used for church purposes. 


Supreme Council of the Royal Arcanum 
Opened There Today. 
Savannah, Ga., May 20.—The Supreme 
council of the Royal Arcanum met in 
this city today, and will be in session 
ten days. John E. Pound, supreme re­ 
gent, reports a membership of 174,000 
on December 31, 1895, an increase of 
14,753 during last year. 
During the 
year there was paid into the widows’ 
and orphans’ benevolent fund $4,204,- 
007.88, and the paym ents therefrom 
amounted to $4,197,446.12. The receipts 
on account of the general fund were 
$123,812.75; payments, $119,795.23, of 
which $5,517.50 was for the purchase of 
City of Chicago 4 per cent gold bonds 
for investm ent. 
Fifteen assessm ents 
for the widows’ and orphans’ benevo­ 
lent fund have been so laid that there 
is money on hand to pay each claim 
as soon as it is proved. The real estate 
owned by the corporation is valued at 
$59,170.97. 
The net expenses for the 
order were $298,034.18. Eighty-six new 
councils were instituted in the grand 
council jurisdiction and tw enty-two in 
the states under supreme council ju ris­ 
diction. 
Of the widows’ and orphans’ 
I benevolent.fund the receipts, including 
the balance on hand, am ount to $2,244, 
002.79, and the paym ents of death claims 
were $1,637,178.82. 
The current cash 
balance April 30 was $570,823.97; held 
for delayed claims, $36,000; num ber of 
subordinate councils April 30, 1,698; 
grand councils, 21; total membership, 
as carefully estim ated, 182,106. 


Cleveland, May 20.—After a long and 
hard battle by the friends of the less- 
favored candidates the deadlock over 
the election of the two bishops was 
broken at the M ethodist general confer­ 
ence Tuesday and the honors were be­ 
stowed on Drs. C. C. McCabe and Earl 
Cranston. 
The form er won on the fif­ 
teenth ballot with a plurality of eight. 
Another ballot was 
taken 
and 
Dr. 
Cranston came to the top of the list 
with a plurality of thirty. 
Both re­ 
sults were greeted with 
the 
wildest 
cheering and calls for the successful 
candidates. 
The delegates then set­ 
tled down to complete the business of 
the conference, feeling glad th at all the 
electioneering was over. 
It was evident at the beginning of the 
day’s session th at the delegates were 
getting tired 
of continual caucusing 
and electioneering. 
The end was draw­ 
ing near, but some expected it would 
prove the disappointm ent of the strong­ 
er candidates. 
The Rev. R. D. Munger, 
of New York, rose to protest against 
electioneering for certain candidates, 
but half a dozen delegates wanted to 
inform him that com binations were un 
known in the conference. 
The Rev. C. 
D. Hills, of New Hampshire, wanted 
the five highest candidates on the four 
teenth ballot voted for only, but this 
substitute motion was lost. 
A large 
m ajority voted against the motion to 
postpone. 
An attem pt was made to 
have the vote reconsidered by which the 
conference decided to elect two instead 
of three bishops, but it was defeated. 
The fourteenth ballot was taken anc 
504 votes were cast. 
Under the two- 
thirds rule 336 votes were needed by 
the successful candidates. 
Dr. Crans­ 
ton headed the poll, with 261 votes, Dr. 
McCabe being next with 258. 
The sup­ 
porters of other candidates had begun 
to secede and had thrown their votes to 
these two. 
On the fifteenth ballot Dr. McCabe 
received 334 votes out of 504 cast and 
was elected.

Japan arrived during the day and were 
received at the railroad

members of the im perial family and 
guards of honor, accompanied by bands 
of music. 
An especially grand reception 
has 
b$en accorded to the em ir of Bokhara, 
who has been received in private au­ 
dience by the czar at the Petrovsky 
palace. 
The other members

Bokharan mission were then received 
officially in the audience 
hall.

TW E N T Y -EIG H T KILLED. 


Property Loin by the Kansas Cyclone 
Foot* Up 81.000,000. 
Kansas City, Mo., May 20.—Twen­ 
ty-eight killed outright, fifty or more 
injured, some of them fatally, and a 
property 
loss 
aggregating 
about 
$1,000,000 is now given as the estim at­ 
ed damage done by Sunday’s cyclone 
in M arshall, Nemaha and Brown coun­ 
ties, Kansas. 
F urther reports may in­ 
crease these figures, as telegraph com­ 
m unication with the stricken 
points 
is still im perfect and consternation pre­ 
vails. 
The dead are distributed as 
follows: 
Seneca and neighborhood, 8; 
Oneida, 6; Reserve, 5; Sabetha, 5; Mor­ 
rill, 4. 
The property loss is distribuat- 
ed about as follows: 
Seneca, $350,000; Frankfort, $310,000; 
Reserve, $60,000; Sabetha, $50,000; Mor­ 
rill, $20,000. 
Thousands of dollars of 
damage was done in the country be­ 
tween these towns. 
Although the pe­ 
cuniary loss at Frankfort was great, 
not a life was lost there. 
Destitution 
and destruction meet the eye at every 
turn 
and 
the 
stricken 
country is 
bowed down with 
misery 
and woe. 
Many were rendered absolutely penni­ 
less. 
But few of the victim s carried 
cyclone insurance and many escaped 
with only the clothes they wore. 
At Seneca, where the 
damage was 
heaviest, the havoc 
was most com­ 
plete. 
Everywhere the citizens have 
organized and are doing everything 
possible for the sufferers. 
Appeals for 
outside aid have been issued.

Wild cheers followed the announce­ 
ment of the result, and Dr. McCabe was 
called for by his enthusiastic support­ 
ers. 
He begged to be excused from 
saying anything, and only bowed his 
thanks for the dem onstration. 
Those candidates receiving less than 
nine votes were not reported on, and 
the sixteenth ballot was taken.

STORM REPORT NOT VERIFIED. 


Difficult to Obtain New* from the Otoe 
Indian Reservation. 
Falls City, Neb., May 20—All efforts 
to ascertain the extent of the cyclone 
dam age in the Otoe reservation have 
been unavailing. 
The report of forty 
killed and many injured cannot be veri­ 
fied. 
News travels slowly on the reser­ 
vation under favorable circumstances, 
and with all forms of communication 
rendered difficult by reason 
of 
high 
water, bad roads and wrecked wires, it 
is exceptionally difficult to verify the 
present rumor. 
Citizens of this county 
held a m ass-m eeting here 
and 
ap­ 
pointed a committee to procure funds 
for the cyclone victims of this immedi­ 
ate locality. 
Several hundred dollars 
were contributed. 


Illinois Doctors at Ottawa. 
Ottawa, 111., May 20.—The 
Illinois 
State Medical society opened the first 
day’s session of its forty-sixth annual 
meeting in the F irst Baptist church in 
this city Tuesday m orning with a very 
large attendance of physicians from all 
parts of the state, distributed between 
Chicago and Cairo.

The bridges still hold, but it is impossi­ 
ble to com municate with the south 
side of the river except by boat.

am ong the poorer classes and will be 
felt keenly. 
The greatest individual 
lose 
probably 
will be to the North 
Dakota Milling association. 
Fifteen 
thousand bushels of wheat are stored 
in the elevator, and the w ater stands 
four feet deep above the floor. 


Panic In House of Representatives. 
W ashington, May 20.—A severe rain 
and wind 
storm which 
swept over 
W ashington about 12:30 o’clock Tues­ 
day created som ething like a mom ent­ 
ary panic in the house of representa­ 
tives. 
The storm was signaled by a 
blinding flash of 
lightning, accom­ 
panied by a fierce clap of thunder. It 
seemed that the capitol must have been 
struck, and most of the members in the 
house rushed to the lobbies to see if 
any damage had been done. There was 
also a rush from the galleries by fright­ 
ened visitors, and for five m inutes busi­ 
ness was practically suspended in the 
house. 


Wind and Hall Storm In Missouri. 
St. Louis, Mo., May 20.—A heavy 
rain, wind and hail storm passed over 
central Missouri Tuesday afternoon, do­ 
ing a great am ount of damage to build­ 
ings, trees and crops. 
Incoming train ­ 
men report all rivers overflowing and 
agreat danger of washouts. 
Dispatches 
from Illinois points indicate floods in 
the valley regions. 
Crops in the low 
ands are under w ater and will be a 
total loss. 
At some places railroad 
property has been washed away and the 
swollen 
stream s 
are 
endangering 
bridges. 
Damage by lightning is re­ 
ported from a number of points. 


She Thinks Well of the Turk. 
W ashington, May 20.—Secretary Ol­ 
ney has received a letter from 
Miss 
Clara Barton, in which, referring to ru­ 
mors that she was prohibited from dis­ 
tributing relief in Asia Minor, except 
under direction and 
control of the 
Turkish authorities, and from lists of 
persons furnished by Turkish officials, 
she em phatically denies that any mem­ 
bers or officials of the Turkish govern­ 
m ent have ever tried in any way to 
direct or control her distributions. 


Dr. Fraker May Escape Trial.

under advisement.

four and five of the first indictm ent 
The state immediately took an appear 
to the supreme court.

Prairie farmer, will no longer sit on 
guard at his bedroom window, revol­ 
ver in hand, waiting for a chance to 
shoot the men whom he feared would 
take his life if he slept.

Mills, relations thinking him insane. 
McDaniels resides ten miles south of 
this city near Shopiere and for the 
past year has been acting rather queer. 
Several times he had been examined 
by physicians, but they could

en a revolver away from her husband, 
when he was flourishing the weapon 
right and left.

McDaniels imagined that some one 
bad a ladder against his window at 
night and that they were trying to 
gain an entrance for the purpose of 
killing him. 
The thought kept him 
awake nights, and with his revolver 
in hand he would wait for the sup­ 
posed murderer to come. 
McDaniels is 
a young 
man but 
twenty-seven years of age and married 
the only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. S 
H. Joiner, who reside near Emerald 
Grove. 
The commission o f physicians de­ 
cided that Mc Daniels was insane and 
he W ill be taken to Mendota for treat­ 
ment. 
The case is a sa i one and calls 
forth much sympathy.
